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years ago while driving across the Big Horn 

Mountains in Wyoming. It was a beautiful 
morning, and I had no dread of driving over the 
mountains, even though the highways were notoriously 
bad and at that time were filled with shepherds 
taking their sheep to summer pasturage in the pro- 
tected valleys of the mountains. 

After about an hour of steep climbing and tortuous 
winding, with high peaks towering on every side of 
me, I topped a crest and started down grade. I re- 
laxed my foot on the accelerator, but, instead of roll- 
ing freely down the gentle slope, the car began to la- 
bor mightily. Even giving the car more gas did not 
stop the struggle altogether. I feared my fuel pump 
had failed, and I stopped the car to investigate. The 
fuel pump was working perfectly, so I put the car 
in gear again with the intention of easing on down the 
slope, dreading the high mountains that were still 
before me. Again the car refused to roll, and I had 
to press the gas pedal nearly to the floorboard in 
order to keep it moving at all. 

The truth slowly broke upon me, for I had heard 
other drivers tell of similar experiences, but I was 
still somewhat doubtful because the phenomenon had 
never happened to me before. I was victim of an 
optical illusion. Actually I was still going up the moun 
tain, and very sharply up at that; the angles of the 
surrounding peaks only gave the impression that the 
road was going down grade. I tried every way possible 
to see it in its true perspective, but never could. It 
simply seemed that we should be going downhill, and 
no way that I viewed it made it look any different; 
yet common sense taught me that I had only looked 
at the angles of the mountains so long that I could 
not tell whether I was going uphill or downhill. 

Those who have been victims of similar optical 
illusions know what an uncanny feeling this gives 
you. Those who have spent much time in rugged 
mountainous country know the phenomena of seeing 
streams apparently flow uphill, and of laboring stren- 
uously in order to walk what seems to be downhill. 
The explanation is simple: an illusion is created by 
the contrast between the steep and rugged terrain 
and the gentler slopes. 


WHAT IS ONLY an amusing trick on the 
eyes in the realm of the physical, however, becomes a 
real tragedy in the realm of the spiritual. It is a

serious thing when Christian people relax in their 
efforts or their living under the illusion that they 
have crossed the top and are ready to coast downhill. 
Many who have started out in the spiritual life have 
fallen prey to this illustion only to struggle, sputter, 
and stall. If you think you have reached the top, you 
are the victim of a trick on your mind. You have been 
made peaceful by an illusion, and deception has caused 
you to congratulate yourself prematurely. 

We have not reached the top of the mountain of 
spiritual experience. We may have prayed at the altar 
until the assurance that our sins are forgiven has been 
ours and until we are confident that we are sanctified 
by and to Him who sanctifieth us. We may have 
prayed until we have received the baptism of the 
Holy Ghost and rejoiced wonderfully in His blessed 
presence. Even though we have done this, we have no 
right to conclude that we are now finished products 
of His grace and justified in believing that we have 
passed the peak of spiritual blessedness and can now 
coast downhill. There is more, much more, to follow if 
we are willing to continue our climb. It is callow for 
us to suppose that we can, in the space of a few 
weeks or months, or even years, receive or even com- 
prehend the measureless spiritual depth of God’s grace. 


We urge those who are converted to continue in 
their spiritual quest until they have attained the 
pinnacle of the Holy Ghost baptism, and once they 
receive this experience we conclude that they have 
received the ultimate of spiritual experience. The 
Holy Ghost baptism is not the end, but only the 
beginning. It is not the culmination of spirituality, 
for the Holy Spirit is our companion who will guide us, 
when He has come, into the profound riches of God’s 
fellowship with man (John 16:13). Spiritually, most 
of us have not reached the high mountains, but are 
still in the foothills—yet some have the tragic illusion 
that they have reached the summit. 

We are still going uphill in the work of evangelism. 
At times we may be tempted to feel pretty good 
when we see the increase of souls and appearance of 
new or stronger churches in many places. In reality, 
however, we have only scratched the surface—and 
that scratch, when viewed in proportion to the un- 
saved masses, is so tiny that it is almost indiscernable. 
With us there can be no resting on our laurels, for 
as yet there have been no laurels won. We have only 
begun the task of getting the full gospel to the people,

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and any thought otherwise is only a cruel and deaden- 
ing illusion. When we realize that there are more than 
7,500,000 homes in the U.S.A. without a Bible, and 
that there are still thousands of adult Americans 
who have never heard the name of Jesus Christ except 
as an oath, we can realize that the real mountains 
are ahead of us. If thousands have never heard the 
name of Jesus Christ, and if millions do not own the 
Word of God, think then of the numberless thousands 
who have not yet heard of spiritual holiness. That 
they can lead a sanctified and Holy-Ghost-filled life 
is foreign and unthinkable to them. If you are weary 
already in the task of telling them, you should seek 
new strength; because we have only crossed a few 
little foothills, and the high mountains of our labor 
lie before us. 


IT IS ONLY AN ILLUSION if we think 
we have passed the crest in the cause of missions. We 
may have given to missions until it is burdensome 
to think of giving more. You. cannot coast this year 
because you think you passed the crest last year. You 
cannot relax now and find consolation in what you 
have done in the past. So little is that which we have 
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done that it is hardly noticeable when compared to 
the masses who have not yet been reached for Christ. 
We may feel happy about past victories for Christ 
in foreign missions, but it is a deceptive illusion to 
think that the hardest part of the battle is over. Any 
victory we may have won for Christ hitherto is only 
a minute matter and indicates only that we have 
found the way. The bulk of the way, the strenuous part 
of the way, is before us. We have just begun to move. 

You may relax your efforts because it appears to 
you that you are coasting downhill now, but you will 
not do so for long. Soon you must realize that your 
mind is playing tricks on you, or else you will falter 
to a stop. It is an amusing trick on the mind when 
you lose your perspective in the mountains, but it is a 
soul disaster when you lose your perspective in the 
life and labor of the Lord. You are not going downhill. 
You have just begun to climb. 


Oarlee te Cou ~ 
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The Bogota Campaign

UITE UNEXPECTEDLY, a 

young evangelist, Eugene 

Jimenez, appeared in Bogota 
stating that God had laid on his 
heart to come to Colombia for a re- 
vival campaign. He had been guest 
speaker for the Church of God con- 
vention in Chuicaca, Guatemala, 
and though he was practically un- 
known to us, this was recommenda- 
tion enough for me to approve him. 
We began to make plans for a 
united effort among all the evan- 
gelical churches in Bogota, but it 
became evident that the meeting 
was more Pentecostal than inter- 
denominational. Some of the pas- 
tors began to drop out because they 
were afraid they would be branded 
Pentecostal. They really believed 
that without their support we 
would never be able to do anything 
since they have run things their 
way for years. 

Our first problem was getting a 
building. We succeeded in renting 
one of the largest buildings of its 
kind in all South America. It was 
300 feet long and 180 feet wide, 
built with self-supporting arches 
without a post or anything inside 
to obstruct the view. All our plans 
were carried out with the utmost 


secrecy to keep the Catholic Church 
from learning of the meeting, but 
in spite of this precaution the news 
leaked out and opposition began on 
every hand. The archbishop pub- 
licly stated to the press that the 
meeting would never begin. The 
fact that the Protestants had dared 
to do such a thing was more than 
he could understand. 

The archbishop wrote a long let- 
ter to the press stating that he 
certainly was not going to permit 
any such thing to occur in Bogota, 
but as powerful as he is (even the 
President takes orders from him) 
he was helpless to halt the work 
of the Lord. Every day that passed 
he lost more face since he had 
publicly stated what he was going 
to do. He was unable to accomplish 
his purpose. 

Being unable to take away the 
building, he leveled his attacks 
against the evangelist and sent 
groups of hoodlums and groups of 
seminary students to cause disturb- 
ance. Two nights we were forced 
to smuggle the evangelist out, 
wrapped in a rug and lying down 
in the back of the station wagon 
with eight or ten more people 
jammed in around him so that only 


a close search would have revealed 
his presence. 

God began to work upon the 
hearts of those in power. One of 
the cabinet members requested the 
evangelist to come and pray for an 
invalid son. Many of the employ- 
ees in the immigration department 
began coming to the meeting and 
requested Bibles and New Testa- 
ments. The wife of one of the Se- 
cret Service men who had arrested 
the evangelist was healed of a head 
condition and publicly gave her tes- 
timony of what the Lord had done. 
Countless things took place to dis- 
turb and disrupt the campaign, but 
for some reason God gave us a 
sixth sense so we could stay one 
jump ahead of the devil. 


As an example, one Saturday I 
felt strangely impressed to start up 
the little emergency electric light 
plant I have to see if it was in 
working order (it had not been 
used in months). I cleaned it and 
filled it with gasoline and ran it for 
about an hour. The next day I 
arrived early to the service and 
found everything in good order, but 
about ten minutes before service 
the current went off in the audi- 
torium. I checked at the substation 
that supplies the power for this 
area. Someone had pulled the mas- 
ter switch and locked it and had 
disappeared with the keys. They 
knew that without the public ad- 
dress system it would be impossible 
to have a service where the vast 
multitude of people could hear. 
They never believed that it would 
be possible to round up an emer- 
gency generator on such short no- 
tice. The total delay to the meeting 
was not over twenty minutes, and 
with the help of some of the 
brethren we had a sound system 
in full operation and conducted a 
normal service. When they saw that 
we were prepared for any even- 
tuality, they came and turned the 
lights back on. Once again the 
archbishop was frustrated in his 
attempt to disrupt the services. 

Only eternity will tell how much 
good was.accomplished, but we be- 
lieve during those two months 
more people heard the gospel than 
in all the history of Colombia. 
Many accepted the Lord and re- 
ceived healing for their bodies.

ECENTLY, I received a let- 
R ter from a young service- 

man saying, “My member- 
ship is at the Greenbush Church 
of God in Ohio, but since I joined 
the Marines on July 6, 1959, I have 
gotten away from God. On Sep- 
tember 4, 1960, God gave me one 
more chance to serve Him. He 
saved me and gave me a great 
determination to serve Him with 
all my soul. I thank God for being 
so good to me and for taking all 
my burdens away. I have no fear 
of getting killed in combat if we 
go to war for I know God has 
forgiven me of all things and I’m 
ready to die if it’s His will. I am 
attending the Church of God here 
where I am stationed in California. 
The pastor here is truly a good 
man of God. He’s taken me into 
his home many times so that I 
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could serve God day after day 
with him and the other church 
members.” 

Another young man writes, “I 
certainly do appreciate the warm 
and generous letter you sent me. 
A letter like that makes a man in 


the service feel that he is not 
alone. I let several of my friends 
read it and also gave them your 
address. I am lucky enough to get 
a letter from home every day, but 
there are hundreds here that don’t 
get anything for months.” 

If a letter from a stranger makes 
a young man so far from home 
feel he is not alone, think how 
much he would appreciate a letter 
from his pastor or Sunday School 
teacher. It is hard to realize that 
a freedom loving people would neg- 
lect to write their son, brother, sis- 
ter or companion. It is possible that 


we who pay so little for our many 
blessings forget thaqse who are 
stationed at lonely outposts around 
the world and are subject to giving 
their lives to secure our freedom. 
Some time ago I sent a letter to 
our pastors requesting the names 
and addresses of the young men 
and women of their churches and 
communities who are serving with 
the military forces of our country. 
The response has been very good. 
However, I do not believe that all 
of our pastors have given this 
matter their personal attention. 

The following testimonies from 
some of Our young men and wom- 
en reflect their faith in God and 
love for souls of men:

methods: (1) in tract brigades, 
during which tracts are given to 
individuals, usually in downtown 
areas, while students endeavor to 
witness and win them for Christ; 
(2) in individual witnessing and on 
“invasions,” where the workers use 
these tracts as “ice-breakers” to 
open the conversation leading to- 
ward salvation; (3) in bus and 
train stations, barbershops, wash- 
erterias, physicians’ offices, and 
hotel lobbies, where Evangels and 
Lighted Pathways are placed in 
convenient places with the tracts 
entitled “The Way of Salvation,” 
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“You Are Now Saved,” and “After 
You Believe” stapled in the backs 
of these two publications. Waiting 
areas are places where people are 
most likely to find spare time and 
boredom and will welcome some- 
thing to read.

There is little personal glory in 
this type of work, for a very few, 
if any, will pat a Christian on the 
back for distributing Christian lit- 
erature.

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are away from the closeness and 
warmness of the local church it is 
a wonderful reassurance to know 
that our Christian brethren back 
home are holding us up before the 
Lord in prayer. However, all is not 
lost by coming overseas to a na- 
tion that has long held Catholicism 
in such a high degree. We Pente- 
costal people of the Evreux com- 
munity have begun a work for God 
that has already reaped rewards 
in souls of the harvest. Being a 
Church of God minister, I have 
undertaken the pastorate of the 
Church of God mission (English 
speaking), Evreux, France. Our 
Church is limited, we realize, only 
by our ability and enthusiasm to 
work for Christ even though we 
are thousands of miles from home.” 

Another young man writes, “I 
received your nice letter last week. 





I was very happy to hear from 
you. Since the Army sent me to 
Germany this past July, I haven’t 
had the chance to attend the 
Church of God. I would be very 
happy if you would find for me 
a Church of God nearest my post.” 

I am sending our pastors a 
brochure written for the purpose 
of encouraging them to give at- 
tention to the serviceman before 
he leaves for service, while he is 
in service, when he is home on 
furlough and after his discharge. 
Someone may ask, “Can the local 
church assist in getting the serv- 
icemen off the ‘forgotten list’?” 
Yes, you can send me the names 
and addresses of servicemen from 
your church and community so 
that I can write to them. You can 
make a poster with the names of 
servicemen and put it in church 
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for prayer; or you can print serv- 
icemen’s names on the church 
bulletin. The pastor could represent 
the church in corresponding with 
the servicemen. The Y.P.E. presi- 
dent and Sunday School teacher 
should write them. The Sunday 
School class of the boy or girl 
could send birthday cards. The 
Y.P.E. could give a going away gift 
for the young man or lady leaving 
for military service—a Bible or New 
Testament would be a good gift. 
Some responsible person could keep 
the servicemen informed about the 
church activities by sending them 
the church bulletin or special news 
clippings. 

Don’t let the young men and 
women serving our country be “for- 
gotten.” Place their names high 
on your prayer list. 





DECEPTION OF THE LAST DAYS @ 


T THE TIME of this inci- 
Al dent, Jesus was sitting up- 

on the Mount of Olives. 
Previously, He and His disciples had 
departed from the temple in Jeru- 
salem. As the disciples called His 
attention to the building of the 
temple, Jesus replied, “There shall 
not be left here one stone upon 
another, that shall not be thrown 
down.” (He was referring to the 
destruction of Jerusalem.) They 
asked, “When shall these things 
be? and what shall be the sign of 
thy coming, and of the end of the 
world?” Jesus said, “Take heed 
that no man deceive you. For many 
shall come in my name, saying, I 
am Christ; and _ shall deceive 
many.” 

What is the meaning of His 
words, “Many shall come in my 
name, saying, I am Christ”? He 
does not say they would come 
saying they were the Christ, but 
that “I am the Christ.” Christ is 
saying, “They will come acknowl- 
edging me as the Messiah, the 
Anointed of God, and outwardly 
they will seem to be messengers of 
Christ.” 

This thought is substantiated by 
Christ’s words “Many will say to 
me in that day, Lord, Lord, have 
we not prophesied in thy name? 
and in thy name have cast out 
devils? and in thy name done many 
wonderful works? And then will I 
profess unto them, I never knew 
you: depart from me, ye that work 
iniquity” (Matthew 7:22, 23). 


These were not true servants of 
Christ, but were of those that hold 
the truth in unrighteousness (Ro- 
mans 1:18). Intermingling false 
doctrine with the true Word of God, 
they sow tares among the wheat 
(Matthew 13:25). Paul warned the 
church at Ephesus that after his 
departure this kind would arise 
among them, not sparing the flock, 
but would speak perverse things

to draw away disciples after them 
(Acts 20:29). 

Already, in Paul’s time, men 
arose trying to impose the law upon 
the saints, teaching that believers 
were to be circumcised according 
to the law of Moses, making the 
cross of none effect, bringing them 
again into bondage from which 
they had been delivered. Again 
writing to the Ephesians, Paul said, 
“That we henceforth be no more 
children, tossed to and fro, and 
carried about with every wind of 
doctrine, by the sleight of men, 
and cunning craftiness, whereby 
they lie in wait to deceive” (Ephe- 
sians 4:14). 


AS THE NEED was for 
steadfastness in Paul’s day, so is 
the need in our own day. The na- 
tions of the world are distressed 
with perplexity. They are not sure 
about the continuation of civiliza- 
tion. Nations, families, and individ- 
uals seem to be in a state of great 
unrest. The words of the angel to 
the prophet Daniel have their ful- 
fillment in our day. He said, “Many 
shall run to and fro, and knowledge 
shall be increased” (Daniel 12:4). 
This verse has its application spir- 
itually, as well as literally. We know 
that multitudes are seeking a satis- 
faction in the riches, cares, and 
pleasures of this life. Sooner or 
later, they find these things never 
give peace to the soul. 

Even some Christians are in a 
state of unrest in their own minds. 
They go about from church to 
church, hoping to find something 
to give satisfaction. Neglecting their 
own church and pastor, they run 
to and fro, receiving any and every 
doctrine that is preached. Seeking 
signs and wonders, “they are reeds 


shaken with the wind, clouds car- 
ried with the tempest.” The writer 
of Hebrews warns us not to “be car- 
ried about with divers (different) 
and strange doctrines. For it is a 
good thing that the heart be estab- 
lished with grace; not with meats” 
(Hebrews 13:9). 

It seems to me that people are 
looking to man to give them the 
things which God alone can give. 
I read of a man who traveled two 
thousand miles to hear a minister 
speak and to receive something 
spiritual from God. After hearing 
the minister, the man was disap- 
pointed, returned home, humbled 
himself before God, and received 
the desire of his heart. His disap- 
pointment was God’s appointment. 
Man is so apt to change and wander 
from his steadfastness in the Lord, 
following the trend and tide of the 
world. Therein lies the danger of 
“being led away with the error of 
the wicked” (2 Peter 3:17), and 
falling from our steadfastness. 

We live in a changing world, but 
God remains the same. With Him 
there is “no variableness, neither 
shadow of turning.” “I am the Lord, 
I change not: therefore ye sons of 
Jacob are not consumed.” God’s 
Word is our assurance. Nations, 
kingdoms, and powers shall crum- 
ble. Even the heavens and earth 
shall pass away with a noise, but 
God’s Word abideth forever. “The 
foundation of God standeth sure” 
(2 Timothy 2:19). 


Speaking to Peter, Christ said 
that His church would be built 
upon a rock and the gates of hell 
should not prevail against it. The 
Church has stood through the 
storms and trials of life. Suffering 
the attacks of Satan, it remains 
triumphant in Christ Jesus. It will 
continue to triumph, for Isaiah 
said, “A man shall be as an hiding 
place from the wind (false doc- 
trine), and a covert from the 
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tempest (trials and afflictions); as 
rivers of water in a dry place, as 
the shadow of a great rock in a 
weary land” (Isaiah 32:2). None of 
these things can move or separate 
us from the love of God which 
is in Christ Jesus, so long as we 
cling to Him. 


GENERALLY speaking, 
things will not improve until Christ 
comes again. We are not to look, as 
some teach, for the conversion of 
the world to usher in the millennial 
reign of Christ. According to the 
Scriptures, it will be the opposite. 
“Evil men and seducers shall wax 
worse and worse, deceiving, and 
being deceived” (2 Timothy 3:13). 
“There shall come in the last days 
scoffers, walking after their own 
lusts, And saying, Where is the 
promise of his coming?” (2 Peter 
3:3, 4). False teachers shall arise 
among God’s people “who privily 
shall bring in damnable heresies, 
even denying the Lord that bought 
them, . . . And many shall follow 
their pernicious ways; by reason of 
whom the way of truth shall be 
evil spoken of” (2 Peter 2:1, 2). 

These teachers are undoubtedly 
the modernists of today. They deny 
Christ’s deity. They deny His saving 
blood. They deny the resurrection. 
They deny His second coming. 

By these denials, the devil will 
deceive many in the last days. “If 
the blind lead the blind, they shall 
both fall into a ditch.” These are 
they who enter not into the king- 
dom of God, and try to prevent 
others that would enter. Paul 
speaks of certain ones as “false 
apostles, deceitful workers, trans- 
forming themselves into the apos- 
tles of Christ.” Then he adds, “And 
no marvel; for Satan himself is 
transformed into an angel of light” 
(2 Corinthians 11:13, 14). 


Outwardly, these false teachers 
have the appearance of true mes- 
sengers of God. Clothed in self- 
righteousness, they worship God 
with their lips, but their hearts are 
far from Him. They fast, they pray, 
they give alms, but only for the 
sake of appearance unto other men. 
Jesus said, “Such have their re- 
ward.” 

These false teachers and proph- 
ets will come as wolves in sheep’s 





clothing. They come for no other 
reason than for to deceive, scatter, 
and kill. They come to destroy the 
flock. 

To deceive, these false prophets 
will use parts of Holy Writ. They 
will sow corrupt seed among the 
incorruptible which, in time, will 
infest the soul, and will manifest 
itself in unbelief and wicked living. 

This has always been the devil’s 
mode and always will be. “He was 
a murderer from the beginning, 
and abode not in the truth.” Lifting 
himself up in pride, he influenced 
a multitude of the angels of God 
and they were all cast out of 
heaven. As he did then, he is doing 
today. By deception, he is dragging 
every soul he can down to ever- 
lasting perdition. 


The devil’s work is manifest in 
the first book of the Bible. The 
first seed of corruption was sown 
in the hearts of our foreparents, 
Adam and Eve. He began then by 
saying to the woman, “Yea, hath

God said [using God’s own word], 
Ye shall not eat of every tree of the 
garden?” A seed of doubt was 
planted in their hearts which 
sprung forth in disobedience to 
God’s command and resulted in 
bringing a curse upon the whole 
human family. 

In like manner, the devil contin- 
ues his work today. Planting seeds 
of doubt in the hearts of men and 
women, he causes them to 
disbelieve God’s eternal truth. Its 
infallibility and its inspiration are 
questioned. With this accomplished, 
faith is weakened and the subject 
becomes easy prey for deception. 
God, the judgment, or eternal hell 
are no longer feared. Being in this 
state, sin and wickedness abound 
without any restraint. The heart 
hardens more and more against 
God and His Word. Because the 
Word of God is the only means by 
which man can be saved, all hope 
of salvation is gone when it is re- 
jected. “And for this cause God

Shall send them strong delusion, 
that they should believe a lie: That 
they all might be dammed who 
believed not the truth, but had 
pleasure in unrighteousness” 
(2 Thessalonians 2:11, 12). 


We are saved by believing and 
receiving God’s truth into our 
heart. “Of his own will begat he us 
with the word of truth, that we 
should be a kind of firstfruits of 
his creatures” (James 1:18). Again 
we read, “Being born again, not of 
corruptible seed, but of incorrupt- 
ible, by the word of God, which 
liveth and abideth for ever” (1 Peter 
1:28). 

On the other hand, let us look 
at the other side of the picture. 
Jesus said, “He that believeth not 
shall be damned” (Mark 16:16). 
There is no other alternative for 
everyone who rejects God’s Word, 
“But a certain fearful looking for 
of judgment and fiery indignation, 
which shall devour the adversaries” 
(Hebrews 10:27). Daniel the proph- 
et said, “Many that sleep in the 
dust of the earth shall awake, some 
to everlasting life, and some to 
shame and everlasting contempt.” 

We can clearly see from these 
latter verses the danger of dis- 
believing and of rejecting God’s 
Word. Such action will result in 
souls being eternally lost and sub- 
ject to everlasting contempt. 

Evil spirits will aid in destroying 
souls in the last days. This fact 
was revealed to the Apostle Paul 
by the Spirit of God. “The Spirit 











speaketh expressly, that in the 
latter times some shall depart from 
the faith (doctrine of Christ), 
giving heed to seducing spirits, and 
doctrines of devils” (1 Timothy 
4:1). No doubt this departing 
from the faith or doctrine of God’s 
Word—such things as the virgin 
birth of Christ, His diety, the aton- 
ing blood, the new birth, sanctified 
lives, the Holy Ghost baptism, the 
resurrection, Christ’s glorious re- 
turn, and many other things which 
we believe and cherish. 


Men and women alike will be 
seduced and deceived by these 
demons who cause them to give 
heed to doctrines of devils, for 
“they shall turn away their ears 
from the truth, and shall be turned 
unto fables” (2 Timothy 4:4). 
These evil spirits will work and 
operate in individuals. John said, 
“Try the spirits, whether they are 
of God, for many false prophets 
have gone out into the world.” 


It will be one of the many false 
prophets who will be a co-worker 
with the anti-Christ in the last days 
and will deceive multitudes and 
damn them for eternity. John saw 
a beast rise up out of the sea hav- 
ing seven heads and ten horns, and 
upon his horns ten crowns, and 
upon his heads the name of blas- 
phemy. The beast is believed to be 
the anti-Christ, an individual given 
his seat, power, and authority by 
the dragon (Satan). It is explained 
later that his deadly wound was 
healed and caused all the world 





to wonder after the beast and to 
worship him. 

He will continue forty-two 
months, but will come to an end 
at the revelation of Christ to earth. 
He shall be consumed with the 
Spirit of the Lord’s mouth, and 
destroyed by the brightness of His 
coming (2 Thessalonians 2:8). 

John saw a lamb-like beast com- 
ing up out of the earth, which is 
also a false prophet and co-worker 
with the anti-Christ. He will re- 
semble Christ, or will try to. He 
will appear as a meek, humble, 
innocent lamb, but inwardly will 
be a ravening wolf. He will work 
signs and wonders which will great- 
ly influence numbers and deceive 
them into worshiping the beast, 
his image, and the dragon. One of 
his many wonders will be to cause 
fire to come down from heaven 
in the sight of men. Then he will 
urge them that dwell upon the 
earth to make an image to the 
beast to be worshiped. Life, and the 
power to speak, will be given unto 
the image. A refusal to bow down 
and worship will bring the sentence 
of death. On the other hand, those 
who obey, “the same shall drink 
of the wine of the wrath of God” 
(Revelation 14:10). 

Let each of us as individuals live 
true to God and His Word, praying 
always that our hearts will not be 
deceived and that we “may be ac- 
counted worthy to escape all these 
things that shall come to pass, and 
to stand before the Son of man” 
(Luke 21:36).
